5 . Political Affiliations : Approximately 30 of the 120 employees were Communists. There 
was an enterprise organization of the Czechoslovak Federation of Youth, bv«t i .3 members 
did not engage in any outstanding political activities. 

6. Shifts : The enterprise operated on a two-shift system, from 0600 to 1400 hours, and 
from l400 hours to 2200 hours daily. 

7. Approaches: There were two approaches to the enterprise: a road from Hbratew to 
Zwerinek; and a railroad which went past the enterprise to a nearby station. 

8. , Security : The enterprise militia consisted of five men who wore dark blue overalls and 

a red ana-band (on the left arm), inscribed with the letters "ZM”. Two full-time fire- 
men, employed by the enterprise, had a motorized fire pump at their disposal. 

9 . Warehouses : There were two warehouses, one of them housing sugar, iodine and various 

pharmaceutical raw materials; the other housing such items as tubes, sheet mr ta 1 , pumps 
ana various materials used for maintenance of machinery. The entire enterprise operated 
on electric power and steam. 

10. Morale : The morale of the workers was not very good; the younger workers, in particular, 
constantly muttered, and were not in accord with the principles of the regime. The 
results of Communist ^‘opaganda among the workers were negligible. Only a few believed 
the Communist lies. The others laughed at the propaganda., and many often longed for the 
times of the First Republic. Once a month, there was an all -enterprise meeting, 
attendance at which was compulsory for all employees. 

11. Drugs manufactured at the '’opofa' 1 National Enterprise were sent only to the main ware- 
houses of "Spofa” in Prague and Brno. 

12. The "Spofa” National Enterprise also sponsored a Unified Agricultural Cooperative in 
Horatev.
